If you livein Michigan long enough, 
nothing surprises you, weather-wise. 
So far, the spring and summer of 1992 
are living up to that billing. Unusually 


cool weather in May and June has - 


‘been accentuated by a major freeze 
just before Memorial Day, snow in 
Alpena and two frost episodes in June. 
The heat accumulation charts show 
that our temperature accumulation is 
almosta month behind in mostregions 


of the state. This means development 
of plants and cold-blooded animals is 
about a month behind right now. On 
topofall that rainfall is lagging, crops 
are suffering and vacationers have been 
greeted each moming by northerly 
breezes and temperatures generally in 
the 40s. 

The weather has had a definite 
impact on the gypsy moth situation; 
some of it good, some of it not good. 

The gypsy moth is a cold-blooded 
animal.

Friday to see what he estimated was 
a 400-pound black bear sitting on 
his root cellar eating sunflower 
“He was huge,” said Bearss. “I 
have my camera ready for the next f 
time, but I haven’t scen him since. 


My wife is scared to 80 out in the | 


garden now.” 

“T’ve been here 45 years and I’ve | 
neverseenanything like this, I think 
it’s because there are no berries, 
nuts and acorns in the woods for the | 
bear and deer to eat,” ; 

Conservation officer Mark Lutz 
confirmed that this spring drought | 
meant poor eating for the area’s | 
bear population. 

“Any animal that’s hungry is | 
going to try to find some food 
wherever it can,” said Lutz. Bird 
feeders filled with secds are an casy 
target. 

A further complication isthe mild | 
winters of the past ten years which 
have limited nature’s kills. | 
Normally, bearcan dine inthe spring | 
on rotting carcasses—such as deer | 
and coyote-—full of maggots and | 
other bugs they like. 

“But the recent rains have caused | 
nature to produce enough food so | 
the situation should be back to 
normal,” Lutz continued. “Now 
there's only a slim chance to see 
bear.” 

Residents who continue to be 
troubled by bear visits can easily 
solve the problem by removing their 
bird feeders. People who want to 
continue feeding birds should take | 
their feeders down every night.

source and starved to death. Some 
caterpillars also probably died asa 
direct result of the freezing 
temperatures. Food in the caterpillar’s 
gut can freeze and the resulting ice 
crystals will cut gut lining, killing the 
insect. 

In some areas, trees that lost their 
leaves due to freezing temperatures 
began to refoliate last week. In areas 
where gypsy moth populations are 


extremely high, caterpillars were 


ri areeaseracsuene Notes iy = 
a 
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observed feeding on this new foliage. 
These trees will be severely stressed 
and may die as a result. 

In mostof the heavily infested areas 
of the state (northern lower peninsula) 
rainfall has been below normal so far. 
If this continues and we enter late 


. summer and early fall in a “droughty” 


condition, it will do nothing but help 
the gypsy moth. Researchers and 


long-time gypsy moth observers pretty 


much agree that favored host trees 


like oakand aspen are more susceptible 


to gypsy moth defoliation the year 
following alate summer drought. This 
seemed tobe the case in 1989 following 
the drought of 1988. 


If you suspect that trees in your yard 


have been stressed by frost, gypsy 


moth, dry weather or all of the above, 
you should be watering and fertilizing 
them. Call your local county 
Cooperative Extension Service for 
recommendations on proper tree health 
care maintenance.

Infected deer ticks can 
often bite humans during this season 
and gounnoticed, These ticks are very 
tiny, only about the size of a poppy or 
sesame seed, and can be difficult to 
detect on both humans and pets, 

After camping, biking, golfing, 
hiking, or gardening check yourself 
and your children for ticks, Check the 
hairline, cars, bchind knees, under the 
arms, and ia the groin areca. If atick is 
noticed, it should be removed with a 
tissue in those first hours before it 
becomes embedded in the skin. If the 
tick is already feeding, it should be 
grasped near its head with a tweezers 
and gently pulled outward. Try not to 
squeeze the tick’s bloated abdomen, 
Put alcohol on the bite and keep it 
under observation for 30 days, Ifa 
bull’seye rash (red with aclearcenter) 
or flu like systems develop, see your 
doctor immediately.

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Bluebirds have champion 


By Shirley D. Schmoock 


in Grayling’s Rog 


House to house, nest to nest; this is 


the habit of the Bluebird Man, Roger | 
Barber of Grayling. Every spring he — 


methodically inspects each box he has 
sited for evidence of the retum of the 
colorful bird to the area. Clipboard in 
hand, he charts his progress, counting 
the tiny blue eggs, or baby birds, their 
mouths ever open in anticipation. 


“Not the best year for bluebirds,"he |; 


offers, noting aloud that a family of 


tree swallows is about to leave the box, | 
and free it up for a pair of bluebirds. 


“But the early freeze didn’t kill off as 
many as I’d expected.” 


He ¢ontinues peering into the next ” 


box, beaming as the five young, steely 


colored birds appear almost ready to. 


leave their own nest and become a 
growing pari of the flashes of blue as 
they practice darting fromhere tothere, 
chirping very distinctly as they warn 
each other of the intruders. 

The young birds will stay with the 
family and help raise the next group of 
baby birds. By monitoring each box 
ona regular basis, Barber can remove 
the ‘old nest (of immaculate 
construction and cleanliness) and dust 
the box for mites and parasites which 
endanger the young. 

if the old nest is not removed, the 
bird may build atop the old, but this 
places the nest dangerously high in the 
box and very near predatory paws of 
the nest robbers — raccoons, and 


squirrels. Usually the bird will just 


move elsewhere to rebuild, ending 
Barber's intricate recording process 
and possibly interrupting her own 
mating needs, as well.

Asthe female flitstoahigherbranch, 
the more brilliantly colored male goes 
in another direction as he approaches 
the territory of yet another box. Five 
tiny eggs, the color of the sky on a 
good day, have been laid, and though 
the female does not always fly away 
when the Bluebird Man comes to call, 
this time she does. | 

She flies only to the nearest high 
limb, haranguing continually until he 
leaves her yard. He does not linger.

“America’s Greatest Problem is 
Apathy--But Who Cares?” People 
complain about government, yetdon’t 
gotothe polls and vote. Peoplecriticize 
the moral trends in American culture, 
yet leave their own children 
unchurched and untaught in moral 
truth. 

Isn’t apathy toward God and His 
truth a matter of willful ignorance?
